The applicant argues on pages 13-14 of the response in essence that: 

Robinson et at. and Hansen do not teach updating the job tickets applicable to the print source file in response to altering at least one 
page in the print source file. 

Robinson et al. disclose applying a global instruction to each of the job tickets (page 5, paragraph 76); and updating the job tickets 
applicable to the print source file in response to applying a global instruction (step 214 of Fig. 2, page 5, paragraph 73) (step 222 of Fig. 2, 
page 6, paragraph 76). Hansen teaches that applying a global instruction includes altering at least one page in a print source file (page 6, 
lines 52-55). The applicant's argument concerning Hansen not teaching updating job tickets is irrelevant because Hansen is cited to 
merely teach that applying a global instruction can include altering a page in a print source file. The global instruction updates the master 
ticket of Robinson et al. and the individual job tickets become linked with the updated master ticket (step 222 of Fig. 2. page 6, paragraph 
76). 

Allowable Subject Matter
